Priority 

Applicant has not complied with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an 
earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. 120 as follows:

Claim Objections

Claim 1 already recites the limitation of claim 9 (a nucleic acid encodes a HCN channel) 
and claim 1 1 (a nucleic acid encoding a MiRPl). 

Claims 36-38 are objected to because they depend on claim 9. 

Claims 39-41 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claims 36-38. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content 
that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after 
allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claims 36-38 already recite, by depending from claim 1, the limitation of claims 39-41 (a 
nucleic acid encoding MiRPl). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 2, and 32-35 are allowed because the claims are free of the prior art of record. 
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Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
